WOKLD SERIES HERE AGAIN 


The number of calls received yesterday afternoon 


during the first game of the 1941 World Series, and 
the manner in which the contest was discussed last 
evening throughout the borough leaves no doubt but 
that the 101-year-old game of baseball is still the most 
popular national sport.

That's 
why attendance records were shattered during the 1941 
season; that's why the World Series games are at- 
tracting overflow crowds, and that's why the game 
remains the most popular national sport.
